C. V. Terrell of Decatur, who has 
bee^n serving under appointment as 
state treasurer for the 
last six 
jnonths, succeeding G. N. Holton, 
who was filling out the unexpired 
term of John W. Baker, announces 
his candidacy for the office. He has 
only served a few months. 
Mr. Terrell was born in Wise coun­ 
ty, his parents having moved here in 
1854 from Upshur county. At a com­ 
petitive examination held in Fort 
Worth he won a scholarship to the 
A. & M. college of Texas and attend­ 
ed that college in 1881 and 1882, and 
s a member of the ex-students’ asso- 
t iation. On account of the death of 
bis father and great financial loss by 
fire he was unable to continue in col­ 
lege. He taught a country school at 
$40 a month and made the money 
that paid his expenses while he read 
law in the office of Carswell, Bullock 
& Fuller of Decatur. He was elected 
and served for four years as county 
and district attorney, and for four 
years as county judge. He was elect­ 
ed state senator two terms, serving 
in the twenty-fifth and twenty-six'h 
and thirty-first and thirty-secend sen­ 
ates. 
The last time he was elected 
without opposition and in the thirty- 
second senate was elected by the sen­ 
ate president pro tem. 
His services 
as county and district attorney were 
active, able and aggressive. 
In the senate he was author of tho 
rebate bill, pronounced by ex-Gover- 
nor Sayers as one of the best laws 
passed by his or any other adminis­ 
trator. 
He introduced a white slave 
bill, and called up, amended and 
passed house bill on the same sui* 
ject. 
He passed thru both houses a 
law raising the scholastic from seven­ 
teen to nineteen years, and introduc­ 
ed a bill in the thirty-second legisla­ 
ture favoring a compulsory educa­ 
tion. 
He wras author of the bill es­ 
tablishing the North Texas Normal at 
Denton and the South Texas Normal 
at San Marcos and urged laws favor­ 
ing economy, law enforcement and 
education and tending to make Texas 
a clean and better place in which to 
live.

Valuable 
results 
of 
interest 
to 
poultrymen have been obtained by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture in the experimental test at 
the 
government 
poultry 
farm 
at 
Beltsville, Maryland, where different 
rations have been fed to various 
groups to laying hens for a period of 
eight years. 
At this time, mere than 
1,000 hens and pullets are used ir 
feeding trials of this kind. 
The pens range in size from thirty 
o fifty hens, all the fowls being trap- 
nested during the period under test. 
During the last three years the mash 
which has given the most uniform 
tid best production has consisted of 
a mixture of four per cent bran, four 
per cent middlings, twenty-six per 
ent meat scrap, and sixty-six per 
cent corn meal. 
This mash was the 
result of experiments where the hens 
were allowed to select their own 
mash ingredients. 
When given free 
choice of these various ingredients, 
the fowls consumed the various in­ 
gredients in the above proportions. 
Several pens, both of leghorns and 
Rhode Island reds, of thirty hens 
each have averaged from 140 to 155 
eggs apiece where this mash has been 
fed. 
The feeding mixture seems to 
be especially adapted for leghorns, 
altho it has also given good results 
with the reds. 
The wyandottes and 
Plymouth Rocks are inclined to ac­ 
cumulate too much fat when fed this 
mash, and one somewhat lower in 
meat scrap percent gives better re­ 
sults when fed to these two breeds. 
Wyandottes and Plymouth Rocks 
maintained on the Beltsville farm are 
large, standard size fowls, and the 
tendency to take on fat on this mash 
probably did not occur in the case of 
smaller types of Plymouth Rocks, 
such as commonly are found on com­ 
mercially conducted farms. 
Experi­ 
ments conducted during the current 
year in which this mash was modi­ 
fied by the addition of fifteen per 
cent ground oats and the reduction 
of the meat scrap by twelve per cent 
have not shown any advantage. 
The 
evidences are that ground oats added 
to the ration produces no beneficial 
results. 
It pays to vary the propor­ 
tion of grains in th t scratch mixture, 
from an economical standpoint, ac­ 
cording to the m arket price of these 
farm crops. 
At present, a scratch 
mixture of three parts crack corn, 
two parts oats, and one part wheat, 
by weight, is used with this mash. 
In previous years fish meal has not 
proved a more suitable and practical 
source of protein in the mash than 
meat scrap, but during the present 
year the production has been very 
good where the fish refuse has been 
used, and as the price of this material 
has decreased, larget net incomes re­ 
sult from its use. 
Sixty per cent pro­ 
tein fish scrap can De obtained for 
from $1 to $2 per hundred pounds 
cheaper than fifty-five per cent pro­ 
tein meat scrap. 
Innumerable vane 
ties of fish scrap have been fed and 
no 
harmful effects 
have resulted 
from feeding even fish scrap of va­ 
ried compositions, some being unus 
ually rich in oil content. 
Tests in 
which only fifteen per cent of meat 
scrap was fed in the mash have not 
resulted in as high production with 
pullets as where twenty or twenty- 
five per cent of m eat scrap was used, 
but with yearling hens the sixteen 
per cent meat scrap has given practi­ 
cally as good production as the high­ 
er. 
W ith the heavier breeds, it i3 
advisable to decrease the amount of 
m eat scrap during the second year, 
as such feeding tends to keep the 
fowls in better breeding condition.

Perhaps the besetting sin of the 
average American is his imperfect 
knowledge of economics. 
He is 
a 
splendid business man individual!;/, 
but nationally he knows littue, and 
consequently many times the govern 
ment factors that decide our financial 
policies operate without either the 
guidance or the check of public opin­ 
ion. 
There is a more serious matter 
than might appear on the surface. 
Henry Ford, for exemple, suggested 
that the government issue money 
backed not by the gold reserve but 
by the power in the great rivers. 
It 
is contended that the security of pow­ 
er is more staple and beyond double 
asset than metal. 
On the other hand 
we find the gold worshippers who 
insist that the yellow metal is tho 
only basis of national stability. Gold 
production, of course, is quite limit­ 
ed,footing up at most a few hundred 
millions. 
But also it is a fact that 
the water power of the country is 
not an asset until it is harnessed and 
put intelligently to work. 
When we 
come to consider the production or 
national wealth on which all credits 
must be based, we find that the 
farms of this country last year pro­ 
duced $12,366,000,000; so that this 
ignoring of agriculeure, this turning 
of public mind aside from the real 
American fundamentals means that 
the powers that be are “ monkeying 
with a buzz saw,” playing fast and 
loose with the heart of the nation. 
The sooner a basis of understanding 
be rached between the government 
financiers, and the agriculturists, the 
better will all of us be financially, 
and nothing will bring the dawning 
of day sooner than the pressure of 
public opinion, which in turn can 
make itself felt only when there is 
intelligent 
understanding 
of 
our 
economic structure.

FARM PRICES. 


There are m any indications th at 
the low point in the prices of farm 
products has been reached and tha* 
a substantial upw atd movement has 
begun. 
There was a time last fa lT 
when corn brought only from tw enty 
to th irty cents at the elevators. 
As 
we write, it is already approaching 
fifty cents and seems likely to rise 
ra th e r than to fall. 
There is a good 
m ark et for hogs, and it is estim ated 
th at corn fed to swine brings the 
farm er the e q u iv a le n t of at least 
eighty cents a bushel. 
The m arket 
for sheep and cattle, for wool and 
hides, is better ana apparently on s 
sound basis. 
Grain and cotton are 
moving freely and at price that, altho 
they are not high, nevertheless show 
m arked im provem ent. 
All of those 
things are the result of a n atu ral 
rise from a point unduly low and also 
of a world supply or farm products 
som ew hat sm aller than last fall seem ­ 
ed probable. 
It is unfortunately tru e 
th a t some farm ers felt obliged to sell 
when the m arket was low and are 
not now in a position to take a d ­ 
vantage of the rising prices; 
but by 
no m eans all of them are in th a t 
position. 
The general situation is 
decidedly m ore healthy, and, since 
planting is likely to be restricted to 
meet the probable demand, the farm 
ers can fairly expect a year of m oder­ 
ately good prices and a steadily im­ 
proving financial condition. 
T hat in 
turn can not but encourage the re­ 
covery of commerce, industry and 
transportation, all of which depend 
so largely on the prosperity and the 
purchasing power oi the farmer. 
It is the fact, we believe, that east­ 
ern farm ers, who generally engage 
in mixed or dairy farming, have not 
suffered the discouragem ent that has 
affected the staple farm ers of the 
west and south. 
F o r the same re a ­ 
son the strengthening of the grain 
and livestock m ark ets has not affect­ 
ed the eastern farm ers so much. B ut 
the outlook for them too is brighten­ 
ed by the general recovery of farm 
prices. 
The director of the war finance 
corporation reports that the co-opera­ 
tive m arketing orgaiaatVons of the 
cotton growers have proved to be suc­ 
cessful from the business point of 
view and a strong influence for sta­ 
bility in the cotton market. 
It is 
fair to expect that the grain growers’ 
co-operatives w ill be conducted w ith 
equal intelligence and success.— The 
Youth’s Companion.

He has not con­ 
cerned himself about the reputations or political standing of any one of the other candidates, he did not think 
that the most profitable way of campaigning, and his experience and observations of late years have taught 
him that the candidate who indulges in personal or even political unjust criticism of his opponent does not at­ 
tract the attention or win the approval of thinking men and women who are called upon to elect one to a public 
office. They want to hear who the speaker is and for what he stands, and how he proposes to solve or help solve. 


—They prefer to judge for themselves of a man’s fitness for the office he aspires to, rather than to be told 
of his unfitness by his opponents and their advocates. They prefer to measure him or her by their standard of 
virtues and qualifications, rtaher than that of those who are interested in his defeat. The thinking men and 
women will entertain and listen to an unbiased, unprejudiced one in giving the history of a man, rather than a 
biased, selfish and exaggerated array of supposed defects in the character and fitness or record of a man, spok­ 
en or written for the purpose of prejudicing the hearers or readers against the victim of their exploit. The 
world loves a brave, honest, true man. A brave man will not back-bite or even in the presence of the opponent 
indulge in unjust, unfair and unreasonable criticism. An honest man will be as careful not to take the good 
name of a man, as he would to take his property. 


—A truthful man will, regardless of who may be elected, tell the truth about an opponent in a political 
campaign as quickly as he would at an old-fashioned class meeting. The speakers who oppose Senator Wil­ 
liams and who speak for Mr. Morgan, in order to defeat Senator Williams, have not lived up to that excellent 
standard of even political ethics. They have, while speaking for Mr. Morgan, entirely forgotten to show for 
what things conducive to the good of the country Mr. Morgan stands, what political ills he proposes to right, 
remedy or cure; what economic procedure he will employ if he is elected. They content themselves with per­ 
sonal criticism of Senator Williams, and in every instance where a charge has been made we have shown it un­ 
just, untrue and made only to prejudice the minds of the people. They have even made fun of him, attempting by 
ridiculing him to prejudice you against him; every man of you who reads this will know it is so, for they have 
heard it themselves from the speakers. 


—Now we appeal to all fair-minded men and women voters in this district to lay the straight edge of truth 
and justice up against all the candidates—see them for yourself, hear them for yourself, and read them for 
yourself. It won’t take you a minute after hearing a man to ascertain whether he is prejudiced or not, and 
if he is we ask you: “Does he challenge your admiration, respect and provoke you to listen to him, like a conserv­ 
ative, unbiased man who tells of virtue instead of vice- of perfection instead of defect?” 


—With confidence in the calm, cool, unbiased judgment of the people, we again present to you and ask that
